NO. I.—STATE OF MAINE. 


Situation.—Maine is situated away Down East just this 
side of sunrise. 

Vame.—It is called Maine, because it is the main New 
England State, and because most of the inhabitants have an 
eye to the main chance, and mainly get their maintenance 
by the lumber business. 

* Form.—It is in the form of a sugar loaf. 

Boundaries.—it is bounded on the North and East by the 
British and Indians, and on the other sides by land and water 
and the Old Granny State. 

Rivers.—There are several rivers in this State, among 
which are the Androscoggin, Madawamkeak, Walloostook, 
Madawaska, and Allagash. ‘They all begin small, and grow 
larger, and are navigable for rafts to a considerable distance 
except where the water is shallow. These rivers were for- 
merly of considerable importance, but for several years past 
they have been running down. 

Lakes. —The principal lakes are Moosehead, Umbagog, 
Cheswacock, and Bamonamanganook. Besides these there 
are a vast number of ponds,—indeed it may be said that 
nearly half the State is pawned. 

Climate.—The climate is so exceedingly severe that it is 
credibly reported the inhabitants regularly freeze up in the 
winter; but this is a matter of but little consequence, as they 
invariably thaw out in the Spring. 

History.—This State was settled by some good people 
fron England about the year 1607. 

At first the settlers were much troubled by the Indians, 
and one of the methods they took to overcome this difficulty 
deserves to be held in lasting remembrance for its great in- 
genuity and humanity: 

The following account is from a reliable source : 

“The white people were jealous of the Indians, and 
wished to get rid of them. So, they one day employed a 

large number of them to take hold of a rope, and draw a can- 

non into the fort. When a great many had taken hold, and 

@the rope was drawn in a straight line, then the white people 
red the cannon and killed all the Indians.” 

This brilliant exploit, if actually performed, of which there 
appears to be little doubt, is certainly one of the most beau- 
ful and praiseworthy recorded in history. 

Maine, for a long series of years, was subject to Boston ; 
but in the year 1820, by the valor of her sons, she gained 
her liberty, and has maintained a considerable degree of in- 
dependence to the present time. 

The most remarkable event in her subsequent history is 
the great Madawaska war. This war raged for several 
months, and was productive of about an equal amount of car- 
nage on both sides; but the exact number of lives lost in the 
several battles which took place, has never been precisely 
ascertained, 

Population.—There are more people at present residing in 

this State than at any former time. A good deal has been 
done in the way of the increase of population, and it is pro- 

| bable that these efforts will be continued. 

_ _ Occupation.—The people, as we before hinted, are prin- 
cipally engaged in the lumber business. There are also a 

, considerable number of ice-cutters, sailors, shoemakers and 
farmers. The farmers raise the usual quantity of squashes 








and pumpkins, beans, potatoes, and onions, as well as swine, 
horses, and asses. 

Religion.—The people are of different sexes and sects. Of | 
the former, the males and females are predominant; of the | 
latter, the Baptists and Congregationalists. All of the reli- | 
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gionists who are not deeply read are rather green and ex- 
tremely blue. 

Politics. —The politicians, like the rest of the people, are 
much given to log-rolling; but on the whole are about as 
honest as that class of people in other quarters. The people 
always vote the straight out democratic ticket (as they 
ought to do) except there happens to be a great apple time, 
followed by a superabundance of hard cider, when many of 
the voters getting fuddled, they of course go for the Whigs, 
and the State turns a somerset. 

Chief Cities.—The chief cities in this State are Portland, 
Augusta and Madawaska. Portland is a remarkably smart 
place, and is celebrated for having produced many smart 
men. ‘They have, however, mostly moved away. 

On the whole, the State of Maine may be considered a 
tolerably respectable State, and the people inhabiting it are 
as intelligent and enlightened as could be expected from per- 
sons living so far off.
